A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held at 
the State House, Concord. 


The meeting was called to order at 1 p. m., by the chair- 
man, Mr. Estabrook, with the following members present:

The minutes of the previous meeting were read, corrected 
and approved. 


Mr. Estabrook called on Mr. Park to give a report of the 


committee that met at the County Farm for inspection. The 
report was as follows: 


CHESHIRE COUNTY REPORTS 7 


Westmoreland, 
February 5, 1937 
Henry L. Estabrook, Chairman: 

Your committee met at the County Farm with the County 
Commissioners and Mr. and Mrs. Sherman. 

First, we visited the kitchen. The top of the range is 
warped. Estimated cost of a new range is $310. 

Next we visited the room of the colored woman where 
she and two of her children were at dinner. This woman has 
two other children in school. She is kept away from the other 
inmates, although her children play with other children. 


We then inspected the chapel. Protestant services are 
held twice a month. Also, a Catholic priest calls. 


We inspected the men’s dormitory, which contains twenty- 
nine beds, and the men’s sitting room which contains a bar- 
ber’s chair, and found all these clean and sanitary. 


We went through the yard to the boiler room. The com- 
missioners asked that the yard be rolled and treated with tar 
if possible. Estimated cost was $300. One boiler is twenty 
years old and has one flue plugged. Sooner or later all new 
flues will be needed. The roof needs repairing. The jail was 
full. 


There were three nurses in the hospital. For equipment, 
a sterilizer is needed, the one they now have being too small. 
Cases of cancer, tuberculosis and venereal diseases have to be 
isolated and the dishes, utensils, bedding and clothing have to 
be sterilized. No estimate could be furnished, but a new steril- 
izer would entail considerable cost. The City Hospital refuses 
to take in cases of venereal diseases. 
The women’s dormitory was inspected and found to be quite 
clean. 
We found the henhouses, garage and work shop all in good 


repair and in good order. In the piggery there were four pens 
of sows and pigs, three of shoats; one pen of shoats being 
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about ready to butcher. The cow barn is one of the best and 
there is a fine herd of cows and young stock. It is possible 
that it will be necessary to purchase some hay before spring. 

It is recommended that there be an investigation of the 
electric light and power situation to see if it would be cheaper 
to have all on one meter and obtain a better rate for current 
used. 

Mr. Sherman asked for a vegetable cellar. They have at 
the present time a good place to store vegetables, and it seems 
practical to continue the same for the present. 

The highway north of the new bridge needs to be repaired. 
The town of Wesmoreland could appropriate $500, and some 
in addition must be obtained from the county or state, for 
there is about one-half mile of road to be repaired. A special 
committee will give us a report on this road situation at a 
later date. 

We found the houses, dormitories, jail and all toilets clean 
and in good order. In our opinion, the management is good. 

The problem of financing is going to be a serious one as 
the demand for this service seems to be increasing. 

It seems that the commissioners are aware of the condi- 
tions that exist, and credit should be given for the cooperation 
there seems to be between those responsible for the mainten- 
ance of this institution.

Mr. Ramsay introduced Miss Richardson, Clerk of the 
Board, and asked her to present the Commissioners’ recom- 
mendations for 1937. She gave a detailed report and com- 
pared the budget estimates for 1987 with the actual expenses 
of the past year. 7

Mr. Hemenway moved that the chair appoint a committee 
of three to see what could be done about securing aid and re- 
pairing the road near the County Farm. Mr. Graves amended 
the motion making the committee consist of four members as 
follows: one a member of the board of county commissioners, 
one a member of the delegation from Westmoreland and two 
other members of the delegation. The amendment was accepted 
and the motion passed. The Chair appointed: Glenn Britton 
of Westmoreland, chairman, Henry KE. Swan, County Com- 
missioner, F. D. Hemenway and John Woodbury. 

A letter was read from Mr. Chaplin of the Register of 
Deeds office asking for an appropriation of $1,500. No action 
was taken, and the letter was placed on file. 

Mr. Firmin moved that more time be allowed the budget 
committee to study the budget before taking action on it, and 
it was so voted. 

It was voted that the clerk notify the secretary of state 
that we would have the budget ready for him as soon as pos- 
sible. 

On motion of Mr. Park, it was unanimously voted to ex- 
tend to Miss Richardson a vote of appreciation for her long 
and faithful service to Cheshire County. Miss Richardson re- 
sponded, saying that she had enjoyed her work very much, and 
would miss most of all her work with the children.

March 23, 1937 
A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Section 5 of the House of Representatives at noon. 


Meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mr. Esta- 
brook, who called on Mr. Spaulding. Mr. Spaulding said that 
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the members of the delegation were invited to visit the Normal 
school at Keene on Wednesday, March 24, 1937. Twelve mem- 
bers voted to go. All members were present except Mr. Olson. 


Mr. Estabrook read the report of the committee which 
was appointed to investigate the road approaching the County 
Farm. The report was as follows: 


The undersigned, appointed by the Chairman of our Coun- 
ty Delegation to investigate and see what should be done to 
make the road leading to the County Farm passable at flood 
time, submit the following report with their recommenda- 
tions: 


On March 6, Commissioner Swan, Commissioner-elect Bur- 
bank, Mr. White of the state highway department and your 
Committee met at the farm, went over the ground and this 
project. 


First we discussed the idea of whether it would be feasible 
to build a piece of road on higher ground. This did not seem 
to be advisable as the expense would be too great. Next we 
went over the present travelled highway and found that by 
filling the low places, the highway could be brought up to 
the same height as the bridge which the state is now building 
(there being plenty of filling close at hand) and that the ex- 
pense would be much less than building in another location. 


As this is a State Aid highway, we would recommend that 
we ask the town of Westmoreland and the state to join with 
us in carrying out this project and share with us the expense. 
We believe Westmoreland should be asked to appropriate $500. 
The County should appropriate $1,500, and ask the State to 
bear the balance of the expense (estimated at $4,000).

Concord, N. H., May 4, 1987. 


A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
the Gallery of Representatives Hall and was called to order 
at 2:15 p. m., by the clerk. Mr. Hemenway nominated James 
Graves to act as temporary chairman in the absence of Mr. 
Estabrook. There being no other nominations the clerk cast 
one ballot for James Graves and declared him elected. 

Mr. Graves read House Bill No. 488, an act to increase the 
salary of the Solicitor of Cheshire County from $800 to $1,200 
per year. 

Mr. Olson spoke in favor of the bill and compared Cheshire 
county with Sullivan county pointing out that these two 
counties had always paid their county solicitors about the 
same even though Cheshire county has a population one- 
third larger than Sullivan county. He also stated that the 
salaries of various state officials had been increased during 
their terms of office. 

Mr. Callahan spoke against the bill or any increase in 
salaries because he said ‘‘we still have a large number of aged 
people seeking aid and that they were not getting it.’’ He 
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said that this bill asked for an increase of $400 and reminded 
us that the County budget which has been submitted to us is 
the largest ever submitted and went on to say that it was time 
to call a halt in the increases of salaries and expenditures, 
practise more economy and take better care of the aged and 
the poor. 


Mr. Roche spoke against the bill also. 


It was moved by Callahan and seconded by Roche that 
this bill be reported ‘‘inexpedient to legislate.’’ 

Mr. Hilton spoke in favor of the bill and pointed out that 
our solicitor had a great deal more work to do now, and that 
Sullivan county had increased the salary of their county solici- 
tor and asked Cheshire county to do the same. 

Mr. Knowlton spoke and said that he was in favor of the 
bill. 

- Mr. Horner could not attend the meeting and notified the 
clerk that he wished to be recorded as being opposed to the 
bill. 

Mr. Olson told of some of the cases he had to handle and 
said that most of them were major felonies. He also pointed 
out that on one case alone he had to spend two weeks, and that 
the present salary was too little for this job. 

Mr. Roche questioned Mr. Olson asking him why he filed 
and ran for a job that paid too little for the work done and 
Mr. Olson stated that he filed at the request of his friends. 

Mr. Relihan spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Estabrook also favored the bill and said that all other 
counties would be paying more than Cheshire county if we 
refuse to pass the bill. 

Mr. Graves called for a vote on Mr. Callahan’s motion 
which was to indefinitely postpone the bill and the members 
voted as follows: 

YEAS—8:  Despres, Sawyer, Callahan, Graves, Roche, 
Hemenway, Dubois, Horner. 
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NAYS—11: Estabrook, Firmin, Robertson, Knowlton, Ol- 
son, Jones, Gates, Hilton, Tolman, Woodbury, Relhan, and 
the motion was lost. 


Mr. Callahan served notice that he would bring in a min- 
ority report. 


It was moved and seconded that we odjourn subject to the 
eall of the chair and it was so voted, at 3 p. m.

Meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation held in Room 
100 at the State House June 22, 1937. 


Meeting called to order at 10:15 a. m. by Chairman Esta- 
brook. The roll call showed the following were present: Hs- 
tabrook, Winslow, Firmin, Robertson, Despres, Sawyer, Calla- 
han, Graves, Knowlton, Olson, Jones, Park, Gates, Spaulding, 
Duffy, Roche, Hemenway, Woodbury, Crain, Barrett, King, 
Relhan, Burbank, and Horner. 


Chairman Estabrook then called on Mr. Horner of the 
Budget Committee to explain in detail the recommendations 
of the Budget Committee. Mr. Callahan asked how much and 
what was being cut out of the budget. Mr. Horner replied that 
the only real cut was in the item of extension work carried on 
by the Farm Bureau; Mr. Horner said that the Budget Com- 
mittee had voted to cut $1,800 each year from extension work 
hoping that they would do without the Home Demonstration 
Agent. 


It was moved by Sawyer and seconded by Despres that 
the Budget Committee’s recommendation be amended by 
striking out $3,600 and substituting $5,400 per year for exten- 
sion work as usual. 
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Mr. Horner spoke against this motion saying that he 
thought it would be best to discontinue Home Demonstration 
work in the county. Despres took the floor in reply to Mr. 
Horner and spoke in favor of the motion and explained why 
we needed to continue the work of the three agents in Cheshire 
county. 


Mr. Olson and Mr. Duffy both asked questions in regard 
to home demonstration work in the county and Despres ans- 
wered them fully explaining in detail the work of this agent 
and also gave a report of the past years’ work done by the 
Home Demonstration Agent. 


One member of the delegation asked why the agents didn’t 
go to call upon all the large families and the poor people in 
the rural sections. To this question Mr. Spaulding replied that 
the agents had been instructed by the County Commissioners 
not to call or go into homes unless they had been asked to do 
so by some member of the family; this ruling was made, Mr. 
Spaulding said, when extension work first started in the coun- 
ty. Mr. Despres added that much publicity was given to the 
public by carrying on an educational campaign to make the 
work of the three agents known to our rural people and to 
make their services available to them, and whenever the man 
on the farm needed assistance in solving his farm problems he 
was invited to call upon the County Agricultural Agent. If the 
woman wished to have assistance or advice pertaining to her 
many tasks about the home, whether it was about canning 
meats or vegetables, or re-decorating the home, or any other 
problems, she was invited to call upon the Home Demonstration 
Agent, and if the children were interested in carrying on 4-H 
elub projects they and their parents were invited to get in 
touch with the 4-H Club Agent. 


Mr. Despres also stated that in New Hampshire the Farm 
Bureau and the Department of Extension Work of the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire co-operated very well in carrying on 
and sponsoring the work of the three agents and thereby 
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rendering the best services possible to our rural people. The 
chairman then put the motion to a vote, at a roll call the fol- 
lowing voted: ‘‘Yes’’ Winslow, Firmin, Robertson, Despres, 
Sawyer, Jones, Park, Gates, Spaulding, Hemenway, Woodbury, 
Crain, King, and Relihan; those voting ‘‘No’’ were: KEsta- 
brook, Callahan, Graves, Knowlton, Olson, Duffy, Roche, 
Granger, Barrett, Britton, Burbank, and Horner. The Chair- 
man stated the result of the vote: those voting ‘‘Yes’’ 14; 
those voting ‘‘No’’ 12; and the motion passed. 


Motion was made and passed that we adjourn until 2 p. — 
m. and meet in the gallery. Adjourned at 11 a. m. 


Meeting called to order in the gallery at 2:20 p. m. by 
Chairman Estabrook. Mr. Estabrook read the report of the 
Budget Committee on court expenses and we voted to accept 
the same. Mr. Burbank explained what repairs were needed 
on the court house building and the repairs needed in the 
office of the register of deed’s office for repairs and binding 
of volumes. The recommendations of the budget committee 
on these two items were accepted by a vote of the delegation. 
The delegation also voted to carry the same amount for the 
Elliot Community Hospital The chairman stated that there 
were no other budget committee reports ready.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


As it is the custom and the law of New Hampshire, we are 
presenting our annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1937, together with the reports of County Treasurer, Clerk of 
Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County 
Farm, Master of House of Correction and Farm Physician. We 
are glad to report that the fiscal year ended with a balance of 
$13,785.05 and no bonded indebtedness. 


During the year 1937 we have not made any additions in 
the buildings and the only expense has been for upkeep and 
for new equipment. We have installed a new sterilizer in the 
hospital. The gravel yard between the buildings, which has 
caused much dirt to be carried into them, has been re-surfaced 
with 850 yards of peastone to make it permanent. The County 
has contributed $1,000 toward the building of the new road, the 
Town of Westmoreland has contributed $500, and the balance 
is to be paid by the State. We now have a road which will 
eause no difficulty in reaching the County Farm in ease of 
flood. We have had this road made safe as well as having it 
raised above the water level. It has long been needed, and it 
is very pleasing to the Pepa velo have to go to the farm to 
have this road. 


Our jail population has been smaller, with mainly short- 
term prisoners, which has not given us the amount of outside 
help we have formerly had. 


After serving as County Commissioner ‘for many years 
Miss Grace Richardson declined to file again as Commissioner 
and Mr. W. C. Burbank was elected to serve on the board. 


CHESHIRE COUNTY REPORTS 23 


The relief situation has grown in leaps and bounds owing 
to the fact that the manufacturing industry throughout the 
County and particularly in Keene has not given employment 
as in the past. 

We feel that the Superintendent and the Matron of the 
County Farm have kept the buildings of the institution in good 
order, and that the old people there have had excellent care. 

Within the last year the institution has been inspected and 
approved by the State Board of Health.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 
I submit the following report for the year 1937. 


This Department’ has had a larger number, and variety of 
eases to handle during the past year, than is common in this 
County. A large number of larceny cases and several of break- 
ing and entering; most of which have been cleaned up. Several 
eases of fraud and bad checks have also been cleared, while a 
few breaks, the most important of which is the safe-blowing 
and larceny of four or five hundred dollars in government 
property, at the post-office in Troy, have not yet been cleared 


up. 
A list of some of the more important cases follows. 


The disappearance of Walter Curtis from his cabin on 
Bear Mountain, and the subsequent arrest and confession of 
murder by Rutherford von Fintell, was one that required a 
gereat deal of time and effort. 


A case of assault with intent to kill Herbert Yardley of 
West Swanzey resulted in four people being convicted and sent 
to State Prison. 


Two valuable cows, stolen from the pasture of Lawrence 
Leach in Westmoreland, will be cleaned up at the February 
term of court, when the two who did the job will be brought in 
for trial. 


Donald Conover was held up, stripped of his clothing, and 
robbed in Swanzey, by two men, who were later apprehended 
for similar offenses in other localities. 
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Walter Koson of Walpole was killed by a hit-and-run ~ 
driver, and we have two men in custody awaiting trial in 
February for the offense. 

I wish to express my appreciation and thanks to the Chief 
and other officers of the Keene Police Department; also to 


the officers of the State Police Department, for the fine manner 
in which they have co-operated with this department.
